Many are Freebooters and Cut-Throats Eager for the Oppor­ 
tunity of Plunder.

That is the secret of our relations for a hundred years.

grown up and must no longer be treated as a child, and the son realizes 
that with all his irritating old-fashioned fussiness and irritability the 
old man is a real good sort —because his own sort. 


Instead of family affection accompanied by the dignified stand-off of 
the older man to the young and rather pushing boy, there is family af­ 
fection accompanied by a full recognition of equality. 
Instead of man and 
boy, it is man and man. 


The average Britisher has a contempt for the "foreigner." 
Bv a 
“foreigner" he means a man who talks a language that he doesn't 
un­ 
derstand. 
lie doesn't regard any man who talk'- English (whether it 
J»e Scotch, Cockney, Devonshire or American English) as a foreigner 
he's 
Just English. 
Ile doesn't gush over him; he ju>t sticks to him. 


A significant word from Cuba since 
Secretary Taft went there in effort 
to bring about amicable settlement of 
the revolution is that in many cases 
the insurgents are becoming restless, 
the discipline is bad and many are 
breaking up into bands for the pur­ 
pose of independent movement with 
view to plunder. The fact of the mat­ 
ter is that many of the revolutionists 
are what might be called freebooters 
and cutthroats, and have welcomed 
the present state of disaffection in 
Cuba as affording them an opportunity 
for their lawless deeds, such as they 
enjoyed in th e ‘.“good old days” under 
Spanish rule when murder and rapine 
were events of every day occurrence. 
From its earliest history there has 
existed in Cuba such lawless class of 
people. 
At one time a few genera­ 
tions ago. they infested the coast as 
pirates, swooping down with their lit­ 
tle sloops or schooners upon all tin­ 
armed vessels which chanced their 
way, and as such they were only final­ 
ly suppressed by the British, who as 
late as the ’30s, drew a cordon around 
the island outside of the three-mile 
limit, which 
with 
little 
hesitation 
they reduced to suit their convenience 
when it came to the matter of pur­ 
suing a suspicious craft. These crafts 


port unity luis occurred they have com­ 
mitted 
deeds of 
shocking ferocity, 
scarcely equaled by those of the sav­ 
age Indians on our frontier when they 
were upon the warpath in their most 
palmy days. 
In some respects they 
are worse than our savages, for the 
Indians made war only upon their 
enemies and were always true to each 
other, being bound together by their 
own laws and traditions. 
Hut it is 
not so with these Cuban freebooters, 
and it was owing to their treacherous 
methods, which multiplied with each 
fresh outbreak of an insurrection, that 
inspired 
the* Spaniards to commit 
many of the cruel deeds attributed 
to them daring their struggle to main­ 
tain their grasp upon tile* island. 
The Spaniards called tHlrse outlaws 
“bandidos” and always pursued them 
with more or less relentless vigor, but 
their buccaneering methods were suc h 
that neither tho Spanish Guardia Civil 
nor the Spanish infantryman was very 
effective against them. They, like Hie 
buccaneers of old. lived off tile* coun­ 
try, and the country supplied all their 
immediate necessities, whether tHeir 
depredations were carried on in or­ 
ganized bands or by roaming individ­ 
uals.

Undoubtedly there is nothing so valuable as a pull which pulls a 
man away from the chance to be lazy, from the necessity of providing for 
himself, of obtaining by his own exertions the means of independence. The 
most potent pull of that kind, with which the world thus far lias become 
acquainted, is push. 
One of our prominent magazines recently published tho history of 
the stetd industry in America, an industry that is one of the marvels of 
the worlds industrial progress in the nineteenth century.

home is Northampton, Prince George county, an estate of about 700 acres, 
b-‘i»g a part of the original Fairfax grant. 
Albert Kirby Fairfax was born 
there, as were bis brother and three sisters. 
He attended the coronation of King Edward by special invitation and 
was extensively entertained by th** peerage. 
He bore the title of Ix>rd Fair­ 
fax. hut drops it on returning to America. 
.Mr. Fairfax is 36 years of age. but 
looks younger. He will become a member of the firm of William I*. Bonbright 
& Co., Wall street brokers.

Houses are not as large as they 
used to be, when measured by size 
alone. 
The increasing cost of lum­ 
ber, labor, and other building 
ex­ 
penses have induced many economies, 
but inventing architects have made J 
better use of the smaller space, so 
that an eight room modern house con- j 
tains a great deal more eonoveniences 
than an eight room house built 20 
years ago. although the outside di­ 
mensions of the older house may be 
fiery much larger. 
Twenty 
years 
study in this direction has resulted in 
many improvements, both in design 
and by way of adding a multitude of 
small conveniences. 
Formerly little attention was paid 
to the spacing of doors and windows, 
in order to admit of placing the fur­ 
niture conveniently 
or 
artistically. 
Only of late has the possibility of a 
small house for comfort and conven­ 
ience been recognized. 
It requires 
a space 
least four and a half by 
six feet to accommodate 
a 
good 
sized, 
comfortable 
bed, 
and 
this 
space should not he Interfered with 
b y placing windows or th ors in the 
w a y . 
The advancing price of coal 
is another strong argument 
for a 
small house. 
It is easy to be com­ 
fortable in the winter time in a few 
w e ll arranged rooms with a small fur­ 
nace under them that will easily con­ 
sume six or seven tons of coal# and 


a reception hall, and may he used for 
a lounging room. The open grate sug­ 
gests a great deal of comfort in this 
little reception hall. 
There is another advantage in build­ 
ing a house of this shape, and that 
is the ease with which it may be ven­ 
tilated. 
lfv leaving the door open in
